Love hag aiways been one of the forces that
drives men. It has provean itself capable of moving
mountains &nd changing the course of history.

In this unit the student will be able to ex-
plore the nature and kinde of love, Literature is
rich with stories of love, Love as a theme can be
found in the literature of the ancient as well as
in Christian and modern literature,
